W hile the British in brilliant counter assaults have 
(Lhrown back the Germans at three points from captured 
ground. Field Marshal Haig has been compelled to with­ 
draw his troops from advanced positions on the Passchen- 
daele ridge, east of Ypres. 
The Flanders battle has reached its critical stage. By 
constant pressure and the continued use of fresh troops 
Ithe Germans have broken the Britons’ grip on the Mcs- 
sines ridge, and the British grasp on the Passchendaele 
|ridge is seriously menaced, if it has not already been, 
icrushed.
